And tbess are but a foretaste 
of what is coming. The signs every- 
where are of closing up the Republican 
ranks, and of the splitting up of the 
opposition. 
Everywhere the course of 


the Republican party is straightfor- 
ward f everywhere the Democratic party 
is sinking its own flag to make coali- 
tions, and is scattering itself in side 
issues. This "boom" betokens the com- 
pleteltriumph of the Republicans in 
the election of president and tbe next 
congress. 
The glory of this is not 


merely that it is a party victory, but it 
promises a complete party triumph;

If 
one looks up and reads tbe history of 
the men who have taken the lead in 
Southern affairs in the last quarter of 
a century, he oannot fail to be impress- 
ed with their lack of wisdom and of 
foresight.

It 
proves that there are no statesmen in 
the South. Statesmanship there is a 
lost art, if it ever existed. As they are 
now going on with their repudiation of 
publio and private Indebtedness, with 
then-cowardly assassinations end mid- 
night burnings, with their perseomtion 
of every liberal and generous senti- 
ment, they must very soon relapse into 
the barbarism and gloom of tho middle 
r 


. It is questionable to-day whether 
petty States of Meiloo and South 


America do not surpass Mississippi in 
wealth, intelligence and refinement. It 
is a deplorable condition of affairs in a 
State of the American Republic.

was the voice of the civilised world 
speaking through the court, heralding 
the inevitable overthrow of slavery. 
The world had come to realise how bar- 
barous and cruel it was, and its doom 
was sealed. If there had been South- 
e n statesmen, they, toe, would have 
comprehended the situation and pre- 
pared for the inevitable. 
They would 


have seconded the efforts for gradual 
emancipation, and there would have 
been no war, no sudden disorganization 
of society. They would have continned 
their laborers among them just the 
same as before, except that they would 
have paid the negro for his work, and 
he would have been obliged to have 
supported himsslf. It is really curious 
to read the speeches of Southern men 
in both houses of Congress from 1860 
to 1860. 
, t 
, . 
To illustrate how utterly absurd and 


ridiculous was "Southern statesman- 
ship" it is only necessary to quote from 
a specimen speech made in the Senate 
of the United States, by J. H. Ham- 
mond, Senator from South Carolina, on 
the 4th of March, 1858. He said, 
"Would any sane nation make war on 
cotton? Without firing a gun, without 
drawing a sword, should they make war 
on us we oould bring the whole world 
to our feet. * 
* 
What would hap- 


pen if no ootton was furnished for three 
years? * * 
No, yen dare not make 


war on cotton. 
No power on earth 


dares to make war upon it. Cotton is 
king." 
This was reiterated in every South- 


ern paper and by every Southern orator. 
The most complete and conclusive an- 
swer was made to it about the time of 
the firing upon Ft. Sumter. A Charles- 
ton dealer telegraphed to a commission 
merchant in «New York: "Send me at 
once a thousand barrels of flour". In 
less tbsn halt an hour be received the 
reply: f'Eat your cottom,damn you I" 


But there has been, if possible, more 


conspicuous evidence (of tbe entire ab- 
sence of statesmanship in the South 
since the war than before. Never was 
there such magnanimity shown to a con- 
quered people as that displayed by the 
victorious Union soldier. When Ger- 
many had France at her feet as tbe re- 
sult of her conquest in 1871, she ex- 
aoiod not only two of the fairest provi- 
nces, but required the conquered Em- 
pire, after having paid the expenses of 
her own war, to alto pay expenses in- 
curred by the Germans. Before the 
German would withdraw he was paid 
by the French five milliards of frances, 
$1,IWU,000,000, but, notwithstanding 
the great burden, France paid the debt, 
aud uerbauo wus never more prosperous 
than she is to-day. There are states- 
men in France. 


When you, the soldiers of the Re- 


public, had the South at your feet, you 
dated no indemnity, but simply said, 
go back to your homes and Keep the 
peace, build up tbe waste places; recover 
as rapidly a» possible from the ravages 
of war. 
And you took upon yonrselvee 


a gieat burden of debt, every dollar ot 
which in justice and equity you might 
have assessed upon those who were 
responsible for it. 


We hoped, after the magnanimity 


shown to the rebellions people, that they 
would profit by their mistakes and 
shortsightedness, and address them- 
selvee to the task of retrieving their 
lost fortunes. Wo fondly hoped that 
they would adjust themselves to the 
new order of things brought about by 
the destruction of slavery. How com- 
pletely have wo been disappointed I

WILFULLY BLIND. 


" Then are none so blind a* those 


who wtll not ice," says the old adage. 
The Bourbon paper*—the Deeatnr Re- 
view among the number—seize with 
avidity every outrage reported as occur 
ring in a Northern State, and endeavor 
by comparison to thus make less hid 
eou* the devilish deeds of their party 
associates in the region where Demo 
craey seems to be indigenous. 
Our 


neighbor oa the old square this inorn 
ing fairly howls with joy over the di* 
covery of a terrible crime perpetrated 
at Westerville, Ohio, on Monday, and 
reported in our news columns yester 
day, and commends it to our considera- 
tion. The crime in question was the 
eiploiion of a couple of kega of gun- 
powder in tho basement of a building 
used at a grog shop, the perpetrators 
up to this time not being known. The 
offense is after the fashion of Kemper 
county, Mississippi, and tho southern 
Democratic plan generally—seeking to 
remove from thecommunity, by mur- 
der, persons who are obnoxious to the 
predominant seni intent. 


But with true Hourbonio blindness, 


or rather an assumption of it, tho Re- 
view fails to see any difference between 
the Ohio infamy and tho Mississippi 
custom, although any fair-minded man 
cannot fail to discriminate. When, in 
April, 1877, the Kemper county fiends, 
with a refinement of cruelty tliut ha* 
no parallel in tho annals of murder, 
took the live* of those who were their 
unresisting prisoners, there waa not a 
single protest offered by the pres* of 
that bloody region. Not one of the 
gang was for a moment deprived of his 
liberty, and after two and one-half years 
the first of the party i* brought to trial 
and acquitted, in spito of tbo most di- 
rect evidence of his guilt. The people 
subscribe funds for the payment of tho 
expense of defending the criminals, and 
at the close of the trial celebrate their 
great victory in a big drunk. This for 
Mississippi.

The Gothenburg sys- 
tem w«n introduced in Stockholm in 
October, 1877, and it is said already to 
have been attended witli most favorable 
result!). The condition of Sweden, so 
far as intemperance M concerned, ha* 
been steadily improving during the past 
twenty-live years. Prior to 1853 tlio 
sal« ef liquors was unchecked, the 
public debauchery and liceiuioimiess 
were frightful, and tho moral ruin of 
the people neemed impending. In 1855 
a Liueimng act was [tunned, 
It forbade 


the tmlo of liquor* by the glass, except 
when taken with inouls nclua'ly imtcri 
on tlio prvmi^ex; shut up tho public 
liouses on Sundti}-! and after II) o'clock 
at night; and ;>orniitted no brandy to be 
offered for s.ilo within three-qunrtem of 
a uiilo of an auction or fair. 
The 


Gothenburg system lately uiioptod is an 
.mpruvemunt of this Licensing net. 
It 


is the belief of thn authorities that, if 
the profits of the liquor traffic are 
absorbed by the public treasury, and 
the motives to increase tha sale* so 
diminished, intemperance will be to a 
still greater extent provented.-Ou'ccwo 
TVttune.

Romeo wts one of the 
ten trained elephants whose performan 
ees have so far been one of the mos 
attractive of the ihow, and was valuec 
at 135,000. One of tbe appurtenaneei 
of the show ii an immense electric ap 
psratus which is used in ooinection 
with the electric light that supplies 
illumiiation for the entire canvas o 
the circus. This machine consists of a 
large magnet and an immense armature 
which is made to revolve two hundret 
and fifty times in a minute by means o: 
a thirty-five hone power engine, The 
apparatus is of intense elsctrical power 
a knife blade held within two feet of it 
becoming so heavily charged with tbe 
current that it can be used thereafter 
as a lodestone. Last Wednesday Prof. 
Sherman was getting hie battery in 
readiness for the afternoon performance, 
had "fired up," set tbe machine in mo- 
tion, and click, oliek, went the lights, 
one after the ether, as the electricity 
flew along the insulated cables. When 
all was in working shape the Professor 
sauntered off leisurely, and had not 
his attention called to the machine 
again until he heard an unearthly roar 
and a crash coming from the direction 
of the battery. He was startled, M 
was also the small army of workmen in- 
side the tents and the large army of 
boye and idlers on the outside. Every- 
body rushed to the spot. The roars 
continued to resound through the can- 
vas, and for a while the greatest cou- 
stornation held the crowd. On ap- 
proaching the vicinity of the electric 
DRchine Romeo was found in the throes 
of the death agony, and with his trunk 
torn away br the roots from its base.—

i-.ona of the United States. 
It will be 


to me most tempting to come to Salii- 
buiy. 
I would far prefer to come alone, 


than us before, with a vast army, leav- 
ing desolation behind, but I mutt not 
bo construed ai anenting to the propo- 
sition that the Confederates and Union 
men were alike worthy of celebration 
of tho terrible history of 1801-65. I 
•would much prefer to come on some 
civic occasion, when all are absolutely 
c<|ual—all alike interested in the prei- 
ent and future glory of our country. 
There were a few Union soldiers from 
North Carolina during the war, though 
we believe the people generally were 
opposed to secession, and I will lay that 
your meeting, if confined to tbe sur- 
viving soldiers of North Carolina, will 
be, in fact,a Confederate reunion, where 
I would certainly be out of plaoe.
